Gangland Movie 


Upland Coordinating council last 
night went on record in opposition 
to the production and distribution 
of gangster motion pictures and 
agreed tentatively to sponsor a 
series of lectures and a round-table 
forum discussion on youth con- 
servation. 

FILMS TO FLOOD U. S. 

Mrs. Jam@s A. Martinez report- 
ed that the Los Angeles police un- 
ion has developed that ‘‘the Unit- 
ed States is going to be flooded 
with gangster-type movies”, and 
has inaugurated a campaign to dis- 
courage their distribution. 

The police union, she said, has 
won the support of some motion 
picture producers, some actors 
such as Abbott and Costello and 
Bing Crosby, and the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation.

West Can Produce Steel Cheaply 
As Anywhere in‘Nation—Kaiser 


“It is my belief that we can pro- 
duce steel in the west as cheaply 
as it can be produced anywhere in 
the nation,” Henry J. Kaiser de- 
clared. today. 

Mr. Kaiser said it is quite pos- 
sible that the public will get a 
wrong impression from statements 
credited tc Eugene Grace, presi- 
dent of the Bethelhem Steei cor- 
poration, in the daily press July 27. 

In commenting on the cost of 
munufacturing steel, he is quoted 
as saying ‘We can deliver products 
made in these eastern plants to 
the Pacific coast in the four major 
points of consumption—San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles, Portland and 
Seattle— cheaper generally than 
steel made on the Pacific coast 
... this applies to both Geneva 
and Fontana, It is easy to see 
we are not interested in purciasing 
either plant.’ ”, 

“Mr. Grace seems to share the 
illusion expressed by Mr. Fairless 
of the U. 8. Steel corporation som: 
weeks ago that the steel mill at 
Fontana is fcr sale, Mr. Kaiser 
commented. His statement’ on this 
point differs from that of Mr. 
Fairless principally in the declar- 
ation that his company is not in- 
terested in purchasing Fontana. 


‘I am particularly ccncerned 
over the purported agsertion that, 
in general, steel can be made more 
cheaply on the eastern coast than 
it can be in the west,” Mr. Kaiser 
.ceclared,

This Week's Question: What is 
the difference between Poison Oak 
and Poison Ivy? 

The Ranger says: Miany per- 
sons are unable to distinguish ‘te- 
tween the two plants and are apt 
to use either name fcr both plants. 

In the hills and canyons of 
Southern California we only have 
the poison oak plant to avoid. It 
is a low growing plant with thick 
leaves in groups of threes. The 
leaves are a dark glossy green in 
summer, later turning to a deep 
red. The berries grow in dense 
clusters and are almost colorless. 
The poison oak plant is very deco- 
rative iooking and appears to be 
very harmless.

No. 870 was the heaviest yielder 
and tied with Ioana for seccnd 
place in eating quality and flavor. 
Tilinois Golden was poorest in qual- 
ity of the four varieties tested. 

Twenty-five growers took part in 
the meeting and tour of ranches. 

Production of sweet corn with- 
out suckering was demonstrated 
at the John Hinderliter and John 
Kropp ranches at Chino. In all 
cases tests showed suckering gave 
no advantage in yield of number 
ears and in most cases unsuck- 
cred cora gave the heaviest yield. 
The advantage in harvesting suck- 
ered corn is more than offset by 
{the labor and cost cf suckering 
the agricultura] service Said.
